Eddie  served  41  years  on  the  Kingston  Fire  Department  achieving  the  rank  of  Deputy 
Chief  and  became  First  Engineer  of  Kingston's  25-Tank-l.  He  was  also  instrumental  in 
establishing  Kingston's  ambulance  service  and  volunteered  as  a  driver  until  this  past  July. 

He  was  employed  by  the  Highway  Department  for  10  years  and  also  served  as  a  Sanborn 
School  Bus  Driver.    Eddie  also  volunteered  many  years  of  service  on  the  Board  of 
Adjustment.  He  was  one  of  the  most  available  and  well  liked  individuals  who 
consistently  had  a  bright  and  positive  attitude  and  a  willingness  to  lend  a  hand  whenever 
needed. 


Eddie  LeClair  not  only  served  his  community  but  also  was  a  loving  father  and  husband. 
To  know  Eddie  was  to  know  the  great  pride  and  joy  he  took  in  his  wife,  children, 
grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren.

CAROLYN  R.  CHRISTIE 
1915  - 1998 

The  Town  of  Kingston  lost  one  of  its  outstanding  citizens  and  benefactors  with  the 
passing  of  Carolyn  Christie  last  September. 

Mrs.  Christie  was  bom  and  raised  in  Kingston  and  graduated  from  Sanborn  Seminary  in 
1932.  Together  with  her  husband  Andrew,  Mrs.  Christie  owned  and  operated  Christie 
Poultry  Farms,  Inc.  during  the  1940's  and  1950's. 

Throughout  her  life  she  contributed  actively  to  the  conmiunity.  She  served  as  a  trustee  of 
the  Nichols  Memorial  Library  for  over  twenty  years.  In  addition,  she  was  a  director  of 
the  Kingston  Historical  Society  and  Museum  Committee  and  the  Historic  District 
Commission.  Mrs.  Christie  was  a  trustee  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  and  with  her 
husband  donated  the  Rent  Memorial  Room  to  the  church.  Carolyn  participated  in  the 
Medical  Facilities  Committee  and  was  instrumental  in  establishing  a  medical  building  for 
the  town  in  1981 .  The  Christie  Medical  Building  is  located  on  land  donated  by  her  to  the 
Kingston  Medical  Center,  Inc.  Other  activities  included  the  Kingston  Garden  Club,  the 
Exeter  Hospital  Corporation,  the  Audubon  Society  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  Exeter 
Hospital  Volunteers. 

For  many  years  Carolyn  was  a  familiar  face  at  the  polls  on  election  days  ably  assisting  the 
Town  Clerk  as  a  ballot  clerk. 

Mrs.  Christie  touched  the  lives  of  many  in  Kingston  and  the  Town  is  truly  grateful  for 
her  kindness,  dedication  and  generosity;  she  will  be  greatly  missed.

Swasey  Gymnasium 
February  3,  1998 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00PM  by  the  Moderator,  Electra  L.  Alessio. 
The  flag  was  saluted  and  the  Moderator  introduced  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mark 
Heitz,  Ellen  Faulconer  and  Chairman  Stamatios  Yiokarinis;   the  Town  Clerk-Tax 
Collector,  Bettie  C.  Ouellette,  and  the  following  members  of  the  Budget  Committee: 
Chairman  William  Eckel,  Brian  Woodworth,  Debra  F.  Powers,  Keith  Bias,  Carla  Crane, 
Charles  Thomas,  Andrew  Gaunt,  Michele  E.  Gove,Roxanne  Moore  and  Carroll  Wright. 

The  Moderator  explained  that  this  first  session  is  for  the  purpose  of  explaining 
and  debating   the  articles  to  decide  the  final  form  to  appear  on  the  official 
ballot.   The  voting  will  take  place  on  March  10th  at  the  Swasey  Gymnasium.   Polls 
will  be  open  8  AM  -  8  PM.   The  Moderator  announced  that  all  articles  could  be 
amended  except  zoning  articles.   She  also  announced  that  she  would  allow  brief 
comments  tonight  on  the  zoning  articles. 

The  articles  will  appear  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1:   To  elect  the  following  Officers:  Moderator  for  a  term  of  two  years; 

Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years;  Treasurer  for  a  term  of  three  years; 

One  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  for  a  term  of  six  years;  Two  Trustees  of  Trust 

Funds  for  a  term  of  three  years;  One  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  a  term  of  one 

year;  Two  Library  Trustees  for  a  term  of  three  years;  One  Library  Trustee  for 

a  term  of  two  years;  One  Library  Trustee  for  a  term  of  one  year;  One  Fire 

Ward  for  a  term  of  three  years;  One  Fire  Ward  for  a  term  of  one  year;  Four 

Municipal  Budget  Committee  Members  for  a  term  of  three  years;  One  Budget  Committee 

Member  for  a  term  of  two  years;  T\-7o  Planning  Board  Members  for  a  term  of  three 

years. 

SAID  ARTICLE  TO  BE  VOTED  ON  BY  V.TIITTEN  BALLOT 

ARTICLE  2:   A  motion  was  made  by  Carroll  Wright  and  seconded  by  William  Eckel 
that  this  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  follows:  Shall  we  adopt 
the  provisions  of  RSA  31:95-c  to  restrict  100%  of  revenues  from  the  operation 
of  the  Kingston  Landfill  to  expenditures  for  the  operation  and  future  closing 
of  the  landfill?   Such  revenues  and  expenditures  shall  be  accounted  for  in  a 
special  revenue  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Kingston  Landfill"  fund,  separate  from 
the  general  fui>d.   Any  surplus  in  said  fund  shall  not  be  deemed  part  of  the 
general  fund  accumulated  surplus  and  shall  be  expended  only  after  a  vote  by  the 
legislative  body  to  appropriate  a  specific  amount  from  said  fund  for  a  specific 
purpose  related  to  closure  of  the  landfill  [The  intent  of  this  fund  is  to 
generate  revenue  to  offset  expenditures  necessary  for  operation, of  the  landfill 
and  accumulate  surplus  revenue  generated  from  said  operations  for  the  future 
closure  of  the  Kingston  Landfill.]

RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
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ARTICLE  3A:   A  motion  was  made,  by  Carroll  Wright  and  seconded  by  William  Eckel 
that  this  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  follows:   In  the  event 
that  ARTICLE  2  is  approved,  shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,133,381  which  represents  thfe  operation  budget?   Said  sum  does  not  include 
special  or  individual  articles. 

RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 
RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

ARTICLE  3B:   Amotion  was  made  by  Carroll  Wright  and  seconded  by  William  Eckel 
that  this  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  follows:   In  the  event 
that  ARTICLE  2  is  defeated,  shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,387,532  which  represents  the  operating  budget?   Said  sum  does  not  include 
special  or  individual  articles. 

NOT  RECOMMENDED  BY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 
NOT  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

Should  this  article  (either  3A/3B)  be  defeated,  the  operating  budget  shall  be 
$2,399,130  (the  "default"  budget). 

ARTICLE  4:   A  motion  was  made  by  Carroll  Wright  and  seconded  by  Ellen  Faulconer 
that  this  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  follows:   Shall  the  Town 
authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  allow  a  1  1/2%  deduction  from  Town  Property  Tax 
when  payment  is  made  within  30  days  of  billing? 

RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 
RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

ARTICLE  5:   A  motion  was  made  by  Carroll  Wright  and  seconded  by  William  Eckel 
that  this  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  follows:   Shall  the  Town 
direct  the  Historic  District  Commission  to  change  the  current  regulations  to 
prohibit  any  synthetic  siding  on  any  structures  in  Historic  District  I  and  II? 
This  vote  will  be  advisory  in  nature  only.   Currently,  synthetic  materials 
(such  as  vinyl  siding) are  allowed  if  approved  by  the  Historic  District 
Commission.  (The  words  "not  allow"  were  changed  to  "prohibit".) 

ARTICLE  6,8,  and  9  will  be  placed  on  a  separate  zoning  ballot.   The  Moderator 
allowed  a  brief  discussion  of  these  three  articles.   Since  there  were  two  Protest 
Petitions  received  for  article  8  this  article  will  now  require  a  2/3  vote  to  pass 

ARTICLE  7:  A  motion  was  made  by  Carroll  Wright  and  seconded  by  Michele  Gove 
that  this  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  follows:   Shall  the 
Town  designate  the  Class  VI  portion  of  Rockrimmon  Road  as  a  Class  A 
Trail,  as  authorized  by  RSA  231-A;  beginning  at  the  west  end  of  Tax  Map  R-24, 
Lot  12A  and  continuing  along  Rockrimmon  Road  westerly  to  the  Danville  town  line? 

ARTICLE  10:   A  motion  was  made  by  Carroll  Wright  and  seconded  by  William  Eckel 
that  this  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  follows:   Shall  the  Town 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  initiate  semi-annual  tax  collection,  pursuant 
to  RSA  76:15  a,  effective  1999?  (By  adopting  this  change,  the  Town  will  save 
funds  currently  spent  on  Tax  Anticipation  Notes.)

For  "a  person  80  years  of  age  and  older,  $85,000. 

To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least 
five  (5)  years;  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real 
estate  is  owned  by  his  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  five 
(5)  years.   In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than 
$13,400,  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $20,400  and  own 
net  assets  not  in  excess  of  $45,000,  excluding  the  person's  residence. 

Other  elderly  exemptions  that  have  been  previously  adopted  are  hereby  rescinded 
upon  adoption  of  this  article.

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:00AM 
at  the  Swasey  Gymnasium,  by  the  Moderator,  Electra  L.

1998  REPORT  OF  TOWN  CLERK  -  TAX  COLLECTOR 

In  1998,  there  was  an  increase  of  $82,766  in  motor  vehicle  revenue  compared  to  $53,016 
in  1997;  $75,992  in  1996  and  $53,597  in  1995.  Total  vehicles  registered  increased  by 
247  to  8,197.  Total  receipts  for  the  clerk  increased  by  $77,132.57.  Last  year  the  increase 
was  $54,509.37.  Boat  tax  revenue  decreased  by  $72.48.  Pre-printed  forms  are  mailed  to 
boat  owners.  These  may  be  validated  at  my  office  starting  in  January. 

Vital  statistics  will  no  longer  be  printed  in  the  same  format.  Other  towns  do  not  send 
these  copies  to  us.  Reports  will  come  quarterly  only  from  the  State  Vital  Records  Dept. 

Not  so  many  dogs  were  licensed  in  1998  but  we  are  still  trying  to  get  them  all  "caught 
up".  Proof  of  the  rabies  shot  must  be  brought  to  the  office.  Males  and  females  are  $9.00; 
neutered  or  spayed  are  $6.50.  Starting  June  1st,  there  is  a  $1.00  per  month  penalty  added. 
Ray  Glidden,  Animal  Control  Officer,  is  still  looking  for  dogs  that  are  not  currently 
licensed.  Remember.  THERE  IS  A  LEASH  LAW. 

During  the  year,  we  registered  95  voters  plus  12  name  changes  and  1 1  party  changes.  We 
do  all  this  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Supervisors  of  the  Check  List.  We  were  deeply 
saddened  by  the  resignation  of  the  chairman,  Walter  S.  Clark,  Sr.,  in  January  of  1999. 
There  were  three  elections  in  1998  and  the  Supervisors  registered  102  voters  at  the  polls. 
In  1999,  the  only  election  wdll  be  Town  Meeting  on  March  9th.  The  secret  ballot  voting 
will  take  place  at  the  Swasey  Gym  from  8:00  AM  to  8:00  PM.  The  deliberative  session 
will  be  held  on  February  2nd  and  a  booklet  will  be  sent  out  again  this  year  prior  to  the 
voting  to  help  everyone  understand  the  articles. 

We  have  continued  to  keep  the  census  daily  and  as  of  12/3 1/98  the  population  was  6,948. 
This  is  an  increase  of  56  since  last  year.  In  order  to  keep  these  figures  on  a  current  basis, 
1,390  entries  were  made. 

As  if  January  4th,  we  started  issuing  new  number  plates  for  all  passenger  vehicles  being 
renewed  or  any  new  passenger  vehicles  registered.  Call  the  office  if  you  have  any 
questions  on  this  process. 

The  property  tax  warrant  of  $8,340,200.66  shows  an  increase  of  $1,051,534.74.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  as  of  12/31/98,  91.75%  had  been  collected.  Thanks  to  all  for  the 
prompt  payments.  In  1999  there  will  be  double  year  billing  per  the  1998  vote  at  Town 
Meeting.  The  first  installment  will  be  due  on  July  1st.  We  still  have  a  lot  of  "studying" 
to  do  on  this  different  method.  This  will  also  involve  more  costs  and  many  more  hours  of 
work  for  us. 

Several  balances  in  the  lien  file  have  again  been  reduced  and  these  payments  are  greatly 
appreciated.  Partial  payments  are  always  welcome.  After  the  taxes  go  into  the  lien  file, 
the  interest  moves  up  to  18%  per  annum.  The  owner  still  has  2  years  to  redeem. 
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The  official  tax  rate  of  $23.47  was  received  from  the  DRA,  Concord,  on  October  13th 
and  the  bills  were  in  the  mail  on  October  19th.  The  1  1/2%  discount  expired  on 
November  1 9th  and  the  bills  were  due  on  December  1  st. 

Once  again,  the  "Kingston  Days"  was  a  huge  success  and  everyone  enjoyed  it  even 
though  the  weather  was  sweltering.  Volunteers  are  always  needed.  Contact  Chairman 
Joe  Thompson  if  you  want  to  help.  Come  join  the  frm  in  1999  on  August  6,  7  and  8. 

It  does  not  seem  possible  that  I  will  be  completing  38  years  as  Tax  Collector  and  28  years 
as  Town  Clerk  in  March,  1999.  I  continue  to  serve  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  I  wish  to 
express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  all  the  cooperation  that  I  receive  from  all  elected 
officials  as  well  as  committee  members.  All  the  town  employees  work  very  well  together 
to  serve  the  residents.  I  am  deeply  indebted  to  Holly  Ouellette,  my  Deputy,  for  her 
continued  complete  dedication  to  the  town.  Also,  many  thanks  to  all  the  employees, 
especially  the  Selectmen  and  the  girls  in  their  office,  Ann,  Mary  and  Kathy.  Also,  thanks 
to  Donald  W.  Briggs,  Jr.,  Police  Chief;  Alan  Krauss,  Maintenance  Supt.;  EUie  Alessio, 
Moderator;  Richard  D.  St.  Hilaire,  Road  Agent  and  Norman  Hurley,  Fire  Chief.  Without 
all  of  you,  the  "wheels"  would  not  keep  turning! 

Thanks  to  all  residents  for  your  continued  cooperation  and  support.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  commend  the  voters  of  Kingston  for  their  foresight 
which  was  demonstrated  by  the  adoption  of  Article  2  (Landfill  Closure  Fund)  at  the  1998 
Town  Meeting.  By  supporting  the  creation  of  a  special  revenue  fund  for  the  Kingston 
Landfill,  the  voters  of  Kingston  have  recognized  the  opportunity  to  keep  our  future 
closure  cost  manageable.  This  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  generate  well  over  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars  in  revenue  after  expenses.  These  monies  have  been  added  to 
our  Landfill  Closure  Fund.  We  continue  to  work  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  to  keep  this  project  on  track.  With  the  continued 
support  of  the  residents,  the  Town  should  be  able  to  raise  the  majority  of  the  fimds 
needed  for  the  inevitable  closure  of  our  landfill. 

Volunteers  are  the  Sunlight  of  any  successful  community.  You  just  can't  grow 
without  it! 

With  that  in  mind,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  recognize  and  extend  its  deepest 
appreciation  to  the  many  volunteers  who  unselfishly  give  their  valuable  time  and 
resources  for  the  betterment  of  the  community.  This  past  year  a  group  of  residents 
(approximately  eighty  five  of  them)  donated  their  time  and  numerous  resources  to  install 
a  new  playground  at  the  ofd  fairgrounds.  This  playground  was  designed  to  accommodate 
children  from  the  age  of  two  all  the  way  through  teenage  years.  Another  group  that 
devoted  numerous  hours  of  planning  and  organizing  to  provide  a  Town  celebration  is  the 
Kingston  Days  Committee.  Last,  but  not  least,  let  us  not  forget  the  vast  number  of 
volunteers  who  serve  on  many  different  boards  which  help  the  future  of  our  community. 

On  behalf  of  the  taxpayers  of  Kingston,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all 
the  employees,  especially  the  department  heads,  for  performing  their  jobs  in  a 
professional  manner  with  any  eye  toward  detail.

1998  HIGHLIGHTS 

A  new  Friends  of  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library  group  was  formed  in  January. 
The  Friends  help  to  increase  library  awareness  in  the  community,  as  well  as  help  raise 
funds  for  library  materials  and  programming.  1998  officers  were:  President-Doreen 
Ward,  Secretary-Troy  Birkner,  and  Treasurer-Ellie  Coffin. 

The  Kingston  Book  Discussion  Group  continued  into  its  second  year.  The  group 
meets  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  Novels  are  read  and  discussed  in  an  informal 
atmosphere. 

The  town  of  Kingston  was  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Carolyn  Christie.  A 
memorial  fund  has  been  established  by  her  family  at  the  library.  Donations  to  the  fund 
have  been  set  aside  imtil  the  board  can  determine  a  lasting  and  worthwhile  purchase  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Christie. 

Children's  programming  has  continued  to  increase,  as  the  staff  now  conducts 
outreach  programs  to  local  daycare  centers,  as  well  as  their  regular  story  times  in  the 
library.  Adult  programming  has  also  increased,  with  several  programs  offered  throughout 
the  year,  such  as  pet  care,  scrapbooking,  yoga,  and  gardening.  The  library  is  always 
evolving,  and  our  mission  is  to  help  meet  the  cultural  and  civic  needs  of  Kingston. 
Programming  helps  the  library  serve  as  a  community  center. 

Audiovisual  materials  are  the  largest  growing  part  of  the  library  collection. 
Videos,  books-on-tape,  and  compact  disks  are  highly  requested  on  a  daily  basis.  We  hope 
to  be  able  to  increase  the  size  of  our  audiovisual  collection  and  be  able  to  meet  the 
ever-changing  needs  of  our  library  users. 

Access  to  the  Internet  is  also  growing  in  Kingston.  Our  public  computer  is  used 
most  to  access  the  World  Wide  Web.  The  library  has  a  web  site,  which  we  hope  to  use  in 
the  development  of  a  Kingston  community  page  where  important  town  information  can 
be  made  available  to  the  public. 

Thanks  go  out  to  everyone  in  Kingston  who  helps  the  library  meet  the 
informational,  recreational,  educational  and  cultural  needs  of  the  community.  Your 
continued  support  is  greatly  appreciated.

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Report  of  the  Kingston  Police  Department 


As  always,  this  year,  1998,  has  been -an  extremely  busy  one  for  the  police 
department.  On  average,  the  calls  the  department  responds  to  have  increased  each 
year  by  about  forty  percent. 

This  year,  the  department  was  fortunate  to  see  an  increase  of  only  twelve 
percent  over  calls  from  the  previous  year,  resulting  in  a  total  of  14,903  service  calls. 

Kingston  Police  Department  currently  provides  police  services  for  6,926 
residents,  and  2,651  residential  homes  or  businesses.  We  patrol  96  miles  of  public 
roads  and  highways. 

It  has  consistently  been  the  practice  of  the  police  department  to  actively  pursue 
grants  and  donations  that  help  us  to  reduce  the  tax  burden  of  residents. 

In  1998,  the  department  received  $21,671  as  part  of  the  three  year  Department 
of  Justice  Hiring  Grant  program.  The  total  amount  of  this  three  year  grant  is 
$68,269.66. 

A  Local  Law  Enforcement  Block  Grant  was  awarded  again  this  year  to  our 
department.  The  grant,  $8,389,  was  used  to  purchase  computer  software  designed  for 
law  enforcement  purposes,  with  the  goal  of  the  department  being  to  reduce 
paperwork. 

Another  $937.46  was  awarded  to  Kingston  Police  though  the  Department  of 
Justice,  D.E.A.  program.  The  funds  were  used  for  departmental  equipment. 

Two  Pentium  computers  were  donated  to  the  department  and  are  being  used  in 
conjunction  with  our  current  network. 

This  is  the  third  year  we  have  received  full  time  custodial  services  through  the 
Rockingham  County  Prisoner  program.  This  affords  the  town  free  labor  for  eight  hours 
a  day,  seven  days  a  week.  The  cost  to  the  town  is  food  for  the  individual,  which  we 
estimate  at  $1 ,000  a  year. 

The  Kingston  Police  Association  donated  $2,500  to  purchase  a  damaged  1997 
Ford  Crown  Victoria  Police  Cruiser  that  had  only  4,700  miles  on  it.  The  cruiser  was 
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repaired  and  donated  to  the  town  at  no  cost.  This  new  vehicle  replaced  the  1995  K-9 
cruiser,  which  was  sold  at  auction,  returning  $4,500  to  the  taxpayers. 

The  department  hired  two  new  personnel,  Officer  Adam  Lane  and 
Secretary/Dispatcher  Susan  Simpson,  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  department. 

Kingston  Police  will  continue  our  goal  of  providing  the  most  professional,  timely 
and  efficient  services  to  all  residents.  We  welcome  your  input  and  suggestions. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  dedicated  officers  of  the  Kingston  Police  Department  for 
another  outstanding  year.  I  also  thank  our  residents,  for  their  continued  appreciation 
and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Last  year  we  honored  Eddie  LeClair  as  a  life  member.  This  past  fall,  with  great  sorrow, 
we  bid  Eddie  good-bye.  He  lost  a  battle  with  cancer  but  he  survives  in  the  hearts  of 
everyone  who  came  to  know  him.  The  Kingston  Fire  Department  lost  a  pillar,  a  mentor 
and  a  friend. 

This  year,  again,  the  Fire  Wards,  Fire  Chief,  Fire  Officers  and  an  almost  unanimous  body 
of  the  Fire  Department  voted  to  have  the  Fire  Wards  submit  a  warrant  article  to  request 
full-time  help  (EMT/Fire  Fighter)  for  the  Kingston  Fire  Department.  With  calls  on  the 
increase  and  experience  on  the  decrease,  this  is  a  critical  request.  The  Fire  Department 
continues  to  struggle  with  day-time  help.  There  has  been  a  continual  decline  in 
experienced  day-time  persormel  as  well  as  the  overall  day-time  force.  This  will  remain 
our  number  one  problem  for  the  impending  year.  Many  programs  have  been  set  in  place 
to  try  to  address  this  problem  but  only  hiring  full-time  staff  handle  the  lack  of  experience. 

The  Kingston  Fire  Department  ended  1998  with  some  major  changes  from  1997.  There 
was  a  marked  increase  in  call  volume,  including  a  major  increase  in  severe  or  fatal 
accidents  on  our  roadways.  The  Fire  Department  responded  to  224  fire  related  calls  and 
ambulance  persormel  cared  for  more  than  410  patients,  almost  a  10%  increase  firom  1997. 

The  fire  trucks  and  ambulances  are  in  good  shape  and,  with  continued  aggressive 
maintenance,  are  expected  to  have  no  major  problems  reaching  their  life  expectancy.  The 
cost  of  training  has  risen  10  to  20  percent  and  efforts  are  being  taken  to  try  to  lower  these 
costs. 

As  always,  I  would  like  to  thank  each  and  every  member  that  puts  in  the  time  and  pride  to 
get  the  job  done  right.  Also,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  for  their  continued 
support  of  the  Kingston  Fire  Department.  We  are  dedicated  to  helping  our  community 
with  the  protection  of  life  and  property.  The  community's  backing  is  appreciated  and  we 
hope  that  it  will  always  be  there.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your 
local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside 
burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist  communities  with 
forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire 
and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws, 
please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest 
Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  Early  in  1998  we 
experienced  an  ice  storm,  which  caused  severe  damage  to  forests  of  New  Hampshire.  This 
damage  created  a  greater  potential  fire  hazard  as  well  as  safety  hazards  to  many  areas  of  the  state. 
Your  local  fire  warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need  your  assistance  in  preventing  wildfires  in  these 
hard  hit  areas  and  throughout  the  State.  If  you  need  assistance  or  information  dealing  with  ice 
damaged  woodlands,  please  call  1-800-444-8978. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  firom 
local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fu-es  and 
keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

During  1998  we  had  some  personal  tragedies  that  has  made  us  stop  and  realize  what  is 
important  in  life. 

We  lost  a  true  friend  and  an  excellent  workmate  in  September  of  1998  with  the  passing  of 
Ed  LeClair.  Ed  was  a  reliable  part  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the  past  ten  years  who 
was  always  available  to  do  what  was  needed.  He  will  be  greatly  missed. 

In  January  of  1998, 1  was  notified  that  1  had  contracted  Hepatitis  B,  a  potentially  fatal 
disease.  I  probably  contracted  this  disease  while  working  on  a  patient  in  the  back  of  the 
Kingston  Ambulance.  However,  it  is  possible  that  I  contracted  it  while  working  in  a  ditch 
or  culvert  near  someone's  failed  septic  system.  There  was  a  failure  in  the  health  care 
system  of  the  town.  I  was  inoculated  for  Hepatitis  B  but  was  never  tested  to  make  sure  I 
was  immune  from  the  disease.  I  take  most  of  the  blame  for  this  but  some  must  be 
attributed  to  the  town.  I  am  well  now  and  can  never  be  contagious  again.  I  thank  God 
that  I  did  not  pass  this  on  to  any  of  my  family  or  co-workers. 

On  January  6,  1998,  my  family  and  I  were  forced  to  take  temporary  shelter  for  three 
months  due  to  a  fire  at  our  home.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for  granting  me  a 
three  day  emergency  leave  to  get  my  family  settled  in  temporary  housing.  Also,  thanks  to 
the  highway  crew  for  filling  in  and  getting  the  job  done  during  my  absence.  Many  thanks 
to  those  who  offered  help  to  my  family  and  myself;  it  was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Highway  Department  has  taken  on  additional  duties  in  1998.  We  now  respond  to  all 
fire  and  ambulance  calls  during  the  workday  with  two  of  us  being  Licensed  Ambulance 
Attendants.  We  are  doing  this  because  of  the  shortage  of  daytime  Fire  Department 
personnel. 

We  also  helped  in  the  construction  of  the  ball  fields  on  the  site  of  the  old  fairgrounds. 

In  addition,  the  Selectmen  have  asked  me  to  help  them  with  the  supervision  and  operation 
of  the  landfill. 

All  these  jobs  take  time  away  from  road  work.  Please  do  not  consider  this  a  complaint.  I 
feel  we  are  doing  these  things  for  the  good  of  the  townspeople.  However,  you  need  to 
realize  that  the  Highway  Department's  responsibilities  are  growing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

As  1 998  comes  to  a  close,  and  the  next  centviry  rests  on  the  horizon,  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  Planning  Board  continues  to  make  progress  on  several  fronts.  Our  month- 
to-month  activities  center  on  the  review  of  residential  subdivisions,  commercial  and 
industrial  site  plan  review  and  lot  line  adjustments.  While  these  items  consume  most  of 
the  Board's  time,  it  is  the  Master  Plan  that  forms  the  foundation  of  this  Board's  activity 
and  direction.  We  are  well  into  the  process  of  updating  the  Master  Plan,  which  was  last 
revised  in  1986. 

The  Planning  Board  now  dedicates  one  meeting  per  month  on  Master  Plan  work.  At  the 
writing  of  this  Report  last  year,  I  predicted  that  the  updated  Master  Plan  would  be 
completed  this  year.  We  have  made  good  strides  on  this  effort  but  the  completed  plan 
will  not  occur  until  next  year.  Thus  far  we  have  finished  a  citizen  survey  in  which  every 
household  in  tovm  had  the  opportunity  to  provide  input  to  the  Plan.  A  second  survey,  this 
one  on  commercial  activity,  will  be  mailed  to  each  residence  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
We  are  hoping  for  substantial  public  input  on  this  topic.  Subcommittees  have  been 
formed  to  address  specific  chapters  of  the  Plan  and  data  are  being  gathered  to  support 
each  section.  Initial  drafts  are  being  written  that  will  pave  the  way  to  the  finished 
document  in  1 999. 

The  Planning  Board  is  also  starting  to  enter  the  electronic  age.  In  addition  to  upgrading 
its  office  computer  tools,  a  significant  advance  in  mapping  has  taken  place  this  year.  We 
now  have  a  town  base  map,  showing  each  property  parcel,  in  digital  electronic  form. 
This  map  can  be  easily  updated  and  used  to  overlay  v^th  other  map  data  generated  by  the 
Rockingham  Planning  Commission  and  the  Complex  Systems  Research  Center  at  UNH. 
It's  a  big  step  forward,  and  one  that  will  greatly  assist  the  Planning  Board  and  other 
departments  in  Kingston. 

1 998  is  the  second  year  for  the  Planning  Board  as  an  elected  body.  Elected  members, 
appointed  alternates  and  the  Selectmen's  Representative  have  devoted  much  time  and 
effort  to  the  Board's  operation  this  year.  In  addition,  the  Board  is  ably  assisted  by  its 
secretary,  Sally  Cockerline,  and  its  Planning  Assistant/Circuit  Rider,  Glenn  Greenwood. 
We  thank  them  for  their  dedication  and  expertise.  It  is  also  the  first  year  in  seventeen 
years  that  the  Board  has  functioned  without  one  of  its  most  influential  members,  Mr.  Ken 
Weyler.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  Ken  for  his  many  years  of  service. 

As  always,  the  Planning  Board  is  grateful  to  the  many  Tovm  departments  that  provide 
input  and  assistance  in  the  planning  process.  And,  we  extend  our  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  public  who  attend  our  meetings  and  play  an  active  role  in  the  community!

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

The  Town  of  Kingston  issued  a  total  of  171  building  permits  in  1998.  This  constitutes  an 
increase  of  32  over  1997.  Of  these  permits,  23  were  for  new  single  family  homes  which 
represents  an  increase  of  7  from  1997.  There  were  no  permits  issued  for  multi-family 
housing  or  for  commercial  activity. 

There  were  3  demolition  permits  issued  as  well  as  7  renewal  permits  for  projects  that 
were  not  completed  vsdthin  the  designated  time  frame. 

With  the  addition  of  many  residential  dwellings,  there  will  be  increased  demand  on 
police,  fire  and  ambulance  services  as  well  as  possible  increased  school  enrollment.  The 
Town  of  Kingston  should  actively  pursue  clean,  safe  businesses  to  help  alleviate  the  tax 
burden. 


It  is  hoped  that  1999  will  bring  economic  progress  to  Kingston.

REPORT  OF  THE  ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  conducted  1 1  public  hearings  in  1998,  a  decrease  of  5 
from  1997.    With  new  and  stricter  aquifer  and  shoreland  regulations,  the  Board 
anticipates  that  it  will  hear  an  increased  number  of  cases  in  1999. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  has  multiple  duties:  to  grant  variances  and  special 
exceptions,  to  allow  fair  use  of  a  person's  property  without  harming  another's,  to 
determine  if  an  error  has  been  made  in  the  decision  or  determination  of  a  Town  Official 
and  to  interpret  the  meaning  of  a  zoning  ordinance. 

The  Board  extends  sincere  thanks  to  other  Town  Departments  and  Boards  who  assist  us 
with  their  expertise  and  advice.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Through  the  foresight  and  planning  of  townspeople  over  the  years,  Kingston  has  acquired 
various  lots  suitable  for  being  included  in  what  is  now  our  town  forests.  The  largest  of 
these  forests  is  located  in  the  southern  part  of  town  adjacent  to  Valley  Lane.  Over  the 
past  three  years,  your  Commission  has  hired  a  forester,  developed  a  management  plan 
and  had  the  boundaries  surveyed.  This  year  we  marked  the  boundaries.  A  limited  timber 
harvest  on  about  half  the  lot  has  been  completed  and  the  revenue  received  has  paid  all 
prior  expenses.  Part  of  our  management  plan  includes  developing  hiking  trails  of  which 
two  are  flagged  with  streamers.  Next  year  wdll  see  the  completion  of  our  limited  timber 
harvest  and  the  further  development  of  hiking  trails.  The  above  accomplishments  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  the  support  of  the  Selectmen,  Road  Agent  and 
Townspeople. 

The  Kingston  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  be  active  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Volunteer  Lake  Assessment  Program  (VLAP).  This  year  saw  record  rain  fall 
(in  June.  Great  Pond  rose  about  four  feet  above  normal  resulting  in  a  great  amount  of 
'  shore  line  flooding.  We  were  unsuccessful  in  having  the  State  impose  a  no  wake  for 
boaters  during  this  flood  period.  This  lack  of  consideration  caused  further  shoreline 
erosion  and  lake  contamination.  This  lack  of  State  and  Town  coordination  became  more 
evident  in  mid-summer  when  the  lake  level  was  as  low  as  it  has  been  since  the  new  dam 
was  built  some  twenty  years  ago.  Nevertheless,  thanks  to  Skip  Clark,  Larry  Smith  and 
Dave  Ingalls,  another  summer  of  lake  water  sampling  was  completed.  This  was  one  of 
those  statistically  odd  years  that  makes  a  lake  study  more  meaningful  if  continued  over 
many  years.  The  Diagnostic  Feasibility  Lake  Study  Report  should  be  available  in  early 
January.  The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  (CAC)  will  host  an  information  session.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

The  Historic  District  Commission  began  the  year  with  public  hearings  in  regard  to  an 
application  from  Rite  Aid  for  the  approval  of  a  free  standing  super  drug  store  at  the 
junction  of  Route  125  and  Main  Street  (Route  111),  property  owned  by  the  Alberts. 
Following  denial  of  approval  from  the  Historic  District  Commission,  Rite  Aid  appealed 
to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment.  The  Zoning  Board  ruled  in  favor  of  the 
Commission. 

The  intent  of  the  Historic  District  I  ("Center  Historic  District")  is  to  preserve  the  scale 
and  unique  historic  character  of  Kingston's  town  center,  while  permitting  new 
construction  of  a  size,  scale  and  design  that  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  old.  It  is 
intended  that  commercial  structures  remain  and  enhance  their  commercial  character  and 
that  residential  portions  of  the  district  retain  their  residential  qualities. 

The  intent  of  Historic  District  II  ("Little  River  Historic  District")  is  to  preserve  the  scale 
and  unique  historic  character  of  this  cluster  community  built  around  two  old  mill  sites. 

Property  owners  in  the  Historic  Districts  must  submit  applications  for  Certificates  of 
Approval  to  alter,  improve,  restore,  construct  or  move  structures  into  or  within  an  historic 
district.  Certificates  of  Approval  are  required  for  any  work  to  be  done  on  the  exterior  of 
building  structures,  new  buildings,  signs,  landscape  features,  fences,  sfreet  furniture  and 
other  factors  affecting  the  character  of  the  streetscape. 

The  Historic  Districts  Rules  and  Regulations  as  well  as  applications  for  Certificate  of 
Approval  may  be  obtained  at  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month  in  the  Town  Hall 
Conference  Room.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 

1 998  was  another  successful  year  for  the  Kingston  Highway  Safety  Committee.  The 
principle  focus  of  the  Safety  Committee  members  during  1998  has  been  participating  in 
the  Route  125  Feasibility  Study  Committee.  Kingston  residents  may  recall  that  in  late 
1996  the  Route  125  Feasibility  Study  Committee  was  formed  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Transportation  and  the  Salem- Windham-Plaistow  Metropolitan  Planning 
Organizations  to  study  the  current  and  future  traffic  and  development  issues  along  Route 
125.  The  Study  Committee  concluded  its  work  this  year  and  has  published  its  findings 
and  recommendations.  This  report  is  available  at  the  Selectmen's  Office  or  at  the  Nichols 
Memorial  Library  for  review. 

The  Study  Committee  has  recommended  that  major  reconstruction  of  Route  125's 
traveling  lanes  and  major  intersections  is  required  in  order  to  address  the  traffic  and 
safety  issues  that  were  identified  during  the  study.  The  Safety  Committee  is  pleased  that 
several  projects  identified  by  the  Study  Committee  are  scheduled  for  completion  in  2000. 
The  projects  are  the  widening  of  the  area  in  front  of  the  Pond  View  Restaurant  and  the 
installation  of  traffic  lights  at  New  Boston  Road.  The  Safety  Committee  is  currently 
working  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Salem- Windham-Plaistow  Metropolitan 
Planning  Organization  to  reach  agreement  on  the  construction  start  dates  for  the  other 
projects  identified  by  the  Study  Committee.  The  projects  include  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Route  111,  107  and  Hunt  Road/Newton  Junction  Road  intersections.  The  Safety 
Committee  is  particularly  concerned  about  the  continued  unsafe  conditions  at  the  Hunt 
Road  and  Newton  Junction  Road  intersections.  The  Safety  Committe's  top  priority  and 
goal  is  to  have  the  Hunt/Newton  Junction  Road  reconstruction  project  scheduled  within 
the  next  two  years.  The  recommendations  of  the  Study  Committee  will  serve  as  the  basis 
for  the  Safety  Committee's  efforts  over  the  next  few  years. 

The  Safety  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  continued  support. 
In  particular,  the  Safety  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  who  attended  the 
Study  Committee's  presentations  and  shared  ideas  and  concerns. 

The  Safety  Committee  meets  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  and  we  encourage 
anyone  interested  in  safety  issues  to  become  involved.
